Peyton, general superinten­ 
dent, the cost of feeding the inmates 
I of the Indiana reformatory is even 
lower than the figures heretofore pub­ 
lished, being practically the lowest 
of any institution of the kind. 
Tile figures, 11.64 cents per diem, 
per capita, which appear in the annu­ 
al report for the last fiscal year, in­ 
cluded the cost of the officers* kitchen 
and dining room, the home of the gen­ 
eral superintendent and the board’s 
dining room. 
The per capita cr»st for 
the inmates’s kitchen and dining room 
alone is 10.64 cents, which is 4-100ths 
of a cent a day cheaper than the ti 
tires for the 
City. 
Last month’s subsistence bill was 
less than this figure, with a per capita 
per diem of 9.81 cents iii the inmates* 
kitchen and dining room.
